Tbe Busy Mother. 


It is always a pity, says Lucy Stone, 


wh<en circuinuttaees compel the mother 
of growing children to undertake any- 
thing outoide. A poor woman may be 
driven by the hard condition of her lot, 
by the improvidence of her hifeband, or 
by the hungry cries of her children, to 
earn their bread. But she is on over- 
bnfdened woman doing double duty. 
Home-making is a business. House- 
keeping is a business. Bearing children 
is a business. Each of these is of great 
importance, both for the public and the 
private welfare. In far the largest num- 
ber of families, those occupations are all 
combined in one; and mother is ex- 
pected to, and does undertake all. It is 
inevitable that she will be over-burdeaed 
in snob a case. While her children ore 
small, her care is not relieved even at 
Bignb When they tfte older the7 may 
give her more anxiety still. The wonuffl 
Who are worn and haggard-looking from 
their over-burdened lot, are everywhere. 
To expect or require from the home- 
makers, while the children are young, 
any outside care or burden, is a sin. It 
is a very exceptional oasa which justifies 
such a woman in aoribning other duties 
than those of her twine, and, when it 
exists, it is almost always at the expense 
orner own family.

In 1N78 Brophy wns 
arrested for thrashing Marshall, but 
the case being dismissed, live of a 
new herd of Brophy's goats sudden- 
ly died. 
A post-mortem examination 


revealed an undigested hat and an 
old boot, which could not fairly bo 
assigned as the cause of death, but 
Marshall was arrested, and, when 
discharged, brought suit for dama- 
ges against Brophy. In 1879, adend 
goat, broken windows and the thrash- 
ing of a young Brophy were the only 
incidents which disturbed the peace 
of the two families. In ] 880 all was 
peace. They were both under bonds 
for good behavior. In 1881 Mai- 
shall bought it cow, which, tortured 
by hunger during the drought last 
summer, seized a young Brophy in 
its mouth and carried him triumph- 
antly around the village by the sn 
perflnous slack of his skirts. Brophy 
swore that he would murder the cow 
and Marshall penned it up in a wood- 
en cage. Two encounters this last 
winter between Brophy and Marshall 
put them under bonds again, and 
Brophy is now in court defending a 
suit of $5,000 damages for scalding 
Marshall's cow.

SPMNGHELD, IU. May 3.—The 


senate was in session long-enough to 
concur with the house in the adop- 
tion of the resolutions relative to the 
death of General Hurbnt and ad- 
journed to 3 p. m. 


The house held the most exciting 


session had since the regular session. 
The tirst tiling brought np was the 
motion made Saturday by Mr. Par- 
ish, to recall the senate apportion- 
ment bill to a second reading. This 
motion was objected to by the demo 
crats, and an appeal taken from the 
speaker's decision. The chair was 
sustained—16 to 60. The motion to 
table Parish's motion resulted, ayes, 
4; noes, 77; the democrats refusing 
to vote, but failed to break the quo- 
rum. The bill was then called back 
to a second reading by 77 republrfean 
votes, the democrats not voting. 


Mr. Parish then offered the amend- 


ments adopted by the house republi- 
cans in caucus yesterday. The dem- 
ocrats attempted to have action post- 
poned, but failed by a vote of 58 to 
77. 


From this time on the utmost con- 


fusion and excitement prevailed. Mr. 
Herrington objected to the amend- 
ment on the ground that the bill hae 
not been recalled for the purpose oi 
amendment. 


The speaker said it had, but Her 


rington declared that he was near 
Parish, and that he had not made 
that statement 


Parish stated that he had made the 


statement distinctly, and then the 
racket commenced.

LIZZIE'S DASHES FOB UBEBTY. 


The Commercial House Clothing Thief 


and Her Attempts to Give the 


Officer the Slip. 


On yesterday afternoon at 3:30 o'clock 


the ease of The People vs. Lizzie Barton, 
arrested by Marshal Hewes on complaint 
ot J. B. Traylor for stealing $40 worth of 
clothing from the Commercial hotel on 
Monday evening, March 27th, came up 
•for trial before Justice Albert On mo- 
tion of the defendant the trial was had 
before Justice Corley, the case being tak- 
en there on a change of venue. The peo- 
ple were represented by W. C. Johns, no 
one appearing for the defendant, who sat 
demurely in her chair with a half-face 
veil covering her features down to the tip 
of her nose. At first Lizzie desired a 
continuance until Monday next, but when 
she learned that an affidavit from her 
would be necessary she said, "Well, it 
don't make any difference; go on with 
the trial." The witnesses who testified 
for the people were Sadie Qoodpastnre, 
Nellie Rockwell, former attaches ot the 
Commercial hotel, and Marshal Hewes. 
The evidence substantiated in substance 
the account of the theft as has been here- 
tofore detailed in these columns, which 
was that the goods stolen were taken

away by Lizzie Barton and left by her at 
her mother's home in Wapella. The 
goods were in the court room and each 
article was identified by Misses Good- 
pastnre and Rockwell, the owners of the 
same. The prisoner had 110 witnesses to 
introduce and had nothing whatever to 
say in her own defense, except that she 
had told Marshal Hewes where the goods 
could be found, with the understanding 
that they were to be returned to the girls 
from whom they had been taken—the in- 
ference being that she (Lizzie) would 
thereupon be discharged from further 
custody. This ended the examinatinn, 
and the justice held the prisoner to await 
the action of the May srrand jury for 
grand laree-jy in the sum of $5C3, in de- 
fault of which amount Lizzie was com- 
mitted to the custody of Marshal Hewes 
to be escorted back to the county jail. 


TRIED TO ESCAPE. 


Of course there was n large crowd of 


spectators in the court room to gaze up- 
on the celebrated female, aud as she was 
led out and down the stairway by the 
marshal the curious ambled along behind. 
Lizzie, who seemed to be in considerable 
of a pet, drew her shawl tightly about her 
shoulders, and walked along beside the 
officer, having little to say. She appeared 
as gentle as the meekest lamb, and the 
trip from Linn & Scruggs' corner en 
the east side of Water street south to tho 
Wood street crossing was made without 
any trouble. On arriving at this cross- 
ing, which was partly covered with mud, 
the marshal, as is always customary with 
officers of the law, porn'Hted the prisoner 
to go on bf fore, he following close to- 
hind. On reaching the jail-yard cornoi, 
just as Mr. Hewes had caught hold ot 
Lizzie's left arm, she suddenly jerked 
away, made a long Rescue jump, and 
started off down the sidewalk as rapidly 
as she could ran, and she made surpris- 
ingly fast time. Lizzie had a start of 
about twotny feet, but Mr. Hewes was not 
discouraged and he humped himself as a 
crack foot-runner might have done on a 
100 yards' race, but he was handicapped 
by a heavy overcoat which he pulled off as 
he ran and cast it aside. Down the walk 
dashed the fleet-footed Lizzie and after 
her, like a ball fired out of a cannon, came 
her determined pursuer, who was cheered 
on his way by dozens of people who hur- 
ried down the street to witness the go-as- 
you-please contest. It was plain to be 
seen that the odds where largely against 
the desperate woiuac, and she was caught 
at Washington street, a block below the 
north line of the jail-yard. The officer 
and the prisoner breathed quick nnd hard 
as they slowly walked toward the jr.il, 
and as they passed along a boy handed 
the marshal his overcoat which lie threw 
over his left arm. The people laughed 
heartily at the incident and even the 
prisoners in the jail cheered and ha-haed 
as they viewed the race from their grated 
windows. 


On reaching the jail-yard gate the offi- 


cer permitted the troublriome female to 
go in first, while he closed the gate; but 
he had no sooner loosened bis grip on her 
arm than Lizzie gave another jump. ] 
Away she went like a flitting sluidow 
across the yard toward the west fence, 
and after her, while the crowd looked on, 
and while the jail birds laughed aud 
cheered, came Mr. Hewes, who was com- 
pletely out of patience with the female. 
He overtook her before she could clamber 
over the fence, and he walked her oft into 
the jail without further incident of an 
amusing character. Subsequently Lizzie 
was safely lodged in one of the cells in 
the debtors' part of the prison, nnd there 
she will stay until her case is finally dis- 
posed of in the circuit court. 


THUEATS. 


On being caught Lizzie, who was as 


mad as a hornet, nervously remarked to 
the marshal that.it was all right; she'd 
walk along now without further trouble. 
She also stated that she wasn't a siliy, 
simple girl, and that she guessed she was 
good for at least two years at Joliet this 
time; but she would get even with some 
Decatur people yet; and the next time 
she went up the road it would be for 20 
years, if she didn't stretch hemp. The 
prisoner's father and brothers appear to 
be a bad lot The father is said to have 
been but recently discharged from the 
penitentiary, and one brother is now at 
Joliet serving out a fifteen years' sen- 
tence. Lizzie herself, as stated the other 
day, got out of Joliet prison early iu 
March last, having served a year's sen- 
tence on conviction in DeWitt county for 
arson. She has been implicated in num- 
erous escapades, and seems to court noto- 
riety in any form.

Let each one take stock in the two 
Building Associations of this city, and 
contribute their mite monthly in the way 
of dues. The amount, although small to 
each one will be in the aggregate large, 
and will be the means of adding from 75 
to 100 houses and homes to the city of 
Decatur inside of the next year. The 
stock always pays aliberal interest, there- 
fore is n good investment By furnishing 
homes for the masses yon make your pop- 
ulation permanent, and not fluctuating, 
as is the case where people have no homes 
or ties to bind them to the place they are 


Every mechanic and citizen in the 


city is a producer and consumer, and al; 
wnys spends his money at home. Let ev- 
ery one consider the matter and take 
speedy action, giving our city a further 
boom in improvements. Philadelphia is 
called the City of Homes. Every me- 
chanic there has his home, all brought 
about through the means of building and 
loan associations.

But the prospect 
for new crops has decidedly im 
proved." The same paper remarks: 


The state of the foreign exchange 


is such that money would be drawn 
from this Bide iu large amounts if 
tiere were much demand for it 
abroad. 
But the great 
foreign 


banks are largely increasing their 
reserves. The Bank of England now 
holds 1118,886,575 in gold, the bank 
of France $170,859,651 in gold, and 
the bank of Germany $139,670,000 
in gold and silver. It is evident that 
there ia not employment in Europe 
for all the money now available there, 
and this fact tends to prevent ship- 
ments from this side. Exchange is 
no longer kept down by purchases of 
American securities, however, and it 
is reported that there have been con- 
siderable sales of trunk line stocks 
on account of recent unfavorable re- 
ports as to the earnings on the Penn- 
sylvania and Lake Shore. Undoubt- 
edly, the railways have had a season 
of unusual decrease in traffic, follow- 
ing nine months of unprecedented 
reduction in rates, but good crops, 
With the restoration of peace between 
the trunk lines, would make their se- 
curities much more attractive to un- 
employed foreign capital.

of money annually paid out for pen 
sions, though the sum in gross has 
been often stated. There is not a 
county in the state of Illinois that 
has not its pensioners, and we be- 
lieve'the smallest number in any 
county is nineteen. The total num- 
ber in the state is 19,619, and they 
draw annually pensions amounting 
to over two millions of dollars. 
In- 


deed, the amount annually paid in 
this state, including arrearages, is 
over three millions. Illinois has, the 
largest number of pensioners of, any 
of the northwestern tier of states, 
but the others follow close behind. 
Indiana has 14,466, Iowa 10,925, 
Michigan 11,468, Wisconsin 9,126, 
Kansas 7,524, Minnesota 3,952, and 
Nebraska 287. 
In ,the whole coun- 


try ther,o are 269,851 persons draw- 
ing pensions, and the money paid to 
them amounts in the aggregate to 
$29,263,469 annually. This is about 
the sum of the entire national debt 
in !Sf56. Of course the sum expend- 
ed will soon reach ite maximum, and 
then go on decreasing more and 
more rapidly as the survivors of the 
war drop off, until there will be com- 
paratively few left 
twenty years 


hence, when almost the youngest 
man taking part iu the war will be 
upward of three score.—Chicago In- 
ter-Ocean.
